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If they aren't more careful, the businessmen of Metro- 
politan might be awarded the annual KTAO "Babbitt-of-the-, 
Year Award." It may have something to do with the weekly 
"San Jose Business Briefs" which we get, unwillingly, from 
something called The Association of Metropolitan San Jose. 
"MILLION DOLLAR CONVENTION BOOKED" it blares. “LANDMARK 
AGRICULTURAL BILL UNDER CONSIDERATION" ("It would be un- 
lawful for farm laborers to boycott agricultural products, 
strike during harvest season, or negotiate with unrecog- 
nized labor organizations..[Contact: Larry Huddleston]" 
it proclaims proudly, looking the US labor legislation* 
square in the eye. Or "ENLARGED PARKING CALLED FOR. Park- 
ing in the central core has become so critical that your 
Association's Parking & Traffic Committee will ask the 
City Council to enlarge the current parking district." 
It.all goes to show that the associated businessmen of 
San Jose are proud to keep their ideas safely in.the 19th 
Century, and their eyes off that ominous yellow-grey 
stuff which curls up over what's left of their city, tell- 
ing the rest of us that unlimited growth and business 
boostering should, perhaps, go the way of the Mastodon.

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Last week, the KTAO news staff was invited to a free 
outdoor roast beef luncheon to celebrate the wrecking of 
a once spacious golf course, and the erection---in its 
stead---of a 1,750,000 square foot concrete floatilla — 
called Eastridge. At this time, Eastridge consists of 
a raped landscape, a nigh-about blinding white concrete 
platform with naked concrete pillars, and a great deal of 
press flapdoodle erected by the exuberant builders, arch- 
itects, and contractors. Visions of multibucks dance in 
their eyes, and they could hardly hide their pride at the 
brute land rape of a once peaceful valley. 

After the exhilirating helicopter ride (Duke took two), 
the carnival style luncheon under a blue-white-striped 
tent (complete with wine), the architect, Avner Nagger 
by name adjusted his $400 suit, loosened his wide, gold- 
speckled tie, and lectured us (with model) on the future 
of Eastridge. "It's people, activity and recreation,” he 
said in a prepared press release he wrote: “all three 
blending perfectly to produce the excitement of the town 
square and the ancient marketplace..." I peered around the 
concrete footings for the shades of Diogenes, the wit of 
Ovid---and all I could see in the blaring sunlight were 
ten or twelve tired Blacks hauling hoses, or wheelbarrows, 
or dirt: going through the humanity-less process of get- 
ting paid to blight a whole area. , 

As I listened to that funny architect---proud of his 
role in this; as we flew over this wound; I felt as if I 
mee 4 had been invited to the Grand Opening of Dachau. 
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I talked for awhile to a man who had once worked at the 
golf course---had planted many of the 2500 trees which were 
plowed under to make way for...progress. I saw the 12 
trees which were left behind, a whore's kiss for 'environ- 
ment.' And I realized that these dreadful people didn't 
even know what they were doing. This was just one of doz- 
ens of land-abuse projects of Bayshore Properties, Inc. 
They had become so habituated to ruination that they didn't 
even see what they were about: they didn't even connect the 
fuzzing of the landscape, and the rage of the young people, 
and the cruelty of the cities, and the madness of this 
country---they didn't even begin to see how this consis- 
tent violence to hills and trees and streams was and is 
creating a sickness which, soon enough, will rise up and 


engulf their concrete brutality entire. 


Of course, in 1976, when the whole fragile bag breaks, 
we'll be able to say to that awful architect: "See. SEE, 
YOU FOOL. I TOLD you so!" But---by then, by that sad 
time, who will there be to know, or care?
